Tbe Civil List Uill. 



It ia not nnlikoly that most of onr 
readers havo been congratnlftting them- 
BfcWea upon having board the lust of the 
profiUcBS and for tlio most part aonso-. 
less Bgitalion created by tbo Civil List 
Bill of last sesBion. It will bo seen by 
retoronco to an ablo articlo which wo 
pabli-*h from the Cariboo Sentinel that 
the thaodor fulmicatod in Iho capital, 
a few months ago, and which was to 
ha70 rolled up through the canons of 
"the migh'y Frasor with torriQo roar, 
has been rc-ocaoed back, but very 
faintly, from the foot-hills of 
the Eocky Moantains. Tliis is not tbe 
first political agitation of which British 
Colambia has been the theatre; bat it 
is questionable wholhor woakor mon 
ever took to tbe 'stamp' vith 
a weaker caase, and^ as was .;^redict,e,d, 
it fell Btill-born on th6 iDtolligebt and 
matter-ol fact peopio of tbe Mainland. 
Of the four newspiipers pabiisbed In tbo 
United Colony, three havo ridiculed 
the niiserablo uitompt of a email kooicf 
flatulent political demagogues to agitato 
Bud mislead tbe poblio mind apob a false 
and nnimportuDt issae at a period in 
tbo history of the conntry when it ap- 
peared to be of special importance thai 
the public mind bhould he calmly and 
railonally engaged with more asolal 
matters. The lourtb one— the Oom- 
' tnaniat orgaa in this cltyT^aB'' was to 
faa?e been expected, adopted a diffdr- 
ent coarse; but we may be permitted to 
pnint oat the gUiiug inoonsisicney by 
whieh ihaioourHo has been characttriseri. 
0" the llih March, it pointed out in 
a ieadiug article tbe doty of tbe croveru- 
meob to enact a oivii list* On tbe l4tb 
of tbe same imonth (he present Cilvil 
List Bill was sent down to the House. 
Ou the 15lh there appeared iu the afore* 
Btid organ a dcnanciatory ariide, in 
whijb the Bill wus reprosentod aa Utter- 
ly iutamoag and ao attempt to iaaion a 
wbole regimeot. ot HoGQoials npon the 
Colony for life. On the following dtiy 
it oontaiued imolbor article duvoted to 
tfaie Batn'e subject, an article 'vhieh might 
be persomed to bo tbo result of culm 
reflectiou and seooad th jnght. In this 
Beoond artiolc the lollowiog pussago oc- 
oorred :— * &ratiiiDg that may be the 
case, stlfl tbe bill, enacted into' law^ will 
only bean act ; and the power that en- 
a'^ta may repeal, and alter Goiifeduratiou 
what is now brought forward as a ceco 
riiy to those in otlico will bo jut.t as 
anbject to change as it is now. In fact, 
it BKcb wore not tbe ^oaee doe ottbe fanc- 
tions of the Legtslatare Wdald'he des> 
troyed. That, however, cannot be the 
the case, even alter Conledorailou, for 
under • the British North American Act, 
1867 ' one of the exclusive powers of 
Provincial Legi-laturts and which we, as 
a colony, will bold and, we hope, ezer- 
oiae 58, » The MtabUsh'merit and 'Ten- 
ure of Provincial offices and the appoint- 
ment and payment of officers.' Any ouo 
may readily ptrceivo thai all the legis- 
lation that may bo aituraptud at pre* 
BBOt will be bonnd to give way before 
the deliberate voice of lbs Bepresenta. 
tives of the conntry, whenevor in their 
judgment circumstances demand i ; or 
else there will be a collision between 
the Provincial and the Federal Govern- 
ments.' Hero a good oase is made out; 
and this view is suiiuiued by tbo best 
legal aaiboriiy in tbe country. But the 
writer of the above paragraph, fancying 
he saw in the Civil liial Bill, conven- 
ient bobby-borae upon which to rido 
into Parliament and power, returned lo 
the work ot denouuciug the measui'G us 
calcalated lo pluoa tbo tflluials oniiroly 
beyond tbe eontrol of tbo looal Legigia. 
tore, and he does not now hesitate to 
BBserr-^wbat he.maet know to bo utterly 
ftilde— that these offioiais can only he 
got rid ot by pensions or by Uuutb. With 
Ibis potrioiiu object in vknv, tbo Com- 
muniisi bead»oeQ.re di-paichod his sat- 
telites npoa a miaaioDary tour through 
,tbe ilainlaadi t^°d we have tseen tbe re- 
'smt. To the pathetic appeals of theso 
'porlpftteliO moUHtebarjk;',' aa our Cari- 
boo contemporary not, inaptly do-iyiiuteti 
then;, public opinion made iio rcHponi-e. 
in fuel, it luruud uwuy from them in 
dioguai, aud tbe twu missio/iariea of 
'liberty ' would appear to have faibted 
by the way, lor oven their maaior ceas- 
ed to chrouielo their triumphal progrcsn 
towards the llocky Mountains. It now 
appearH, however, that ut au ombrjo 
town, boaaiiuK the pretoulious name of 
Stauleyt On . Xiigbtniqg . Creek; Bome 
parties have beeiu ondeavoaring to re- 
liBVe tbo monotony of o dull season by 
placing the poiiiical u^jitu'.or. Tbo 
proceeoiiigrt of tbo B'.tJi.Jey mcuting 
have not yet' lieon given to the public, 
buk iLey will doabiless reach mo Com- 
aiQiiial eri^an to-monow through tbe 
tardy medinm of tbe 'public booi^'. eipreii, as 
8UgKaBi*(i by oat Oariboo eooiemporary, aod 
wi.t la due tlma be publlabed witb oiroum- 
BiuDoe aud fluurlBb of irumpets. We are no 
Vieiid ot iho bivil Lisl Bill; bul we have still
